On February 26, 1963, you subaltted for our decision the qicction 
whother the enount payablo for tho cost of tho vreparacion of tic rte 
maina of a doccaved Gonoral Services Adaintutration eaployco who was 
officially stationed at Junem, Alaska, and who died while fin a travel 
atatuo at Wrancell, Alasi:a, 1s covered by Port IT or Part IIl of “xccue 
tive Order No. 3557, dated Soptenber 30, lO, icsued purcuant to the 
act of dy 8, 150, 5 U.S.C. 13a, as avndod by Exccutivo Order lo. 
10209, dated Fobruary 1, 1951. 


You refor to our docision at 37 Cox. Gen. 716 in whitch we held 
that after tho admission of Alaaicn and iavaii as States, tho bencfits 
payable under tho 19!,0 statute in tho caso of Governzcnt onplove 5 
dying within those prisdiciions would be the sare as those for enployces 
stationed olecwhoroe within tho Unitod States rather than those aopli- 
cable in the caco of omployces stationed in the Turritorios or possco= 
sions, ete, Tims, omployces uho dio wiile in a travel status in Alasiza 
or Hawaii avay froa their official stations in eiticr of thove <tatos 
are within tho torn “Unitod States" as ueod in the otatute. . 


Section 3, Part II, of tho Pxocutive order, as azcnded, applicable 
4n the caso of enploycos who die while traveling..on official busincss 
‘Wyithin the contincntal Limite of the United States! aa provides in 
section 2 thoroof, Limits to +150 the allowable costa of preparation of 


‘yenping. On the other hand, scction 6, Part Til, appliccble in tho 
- 6ate, anong othors, of enploywos iho dio while traveling; on official 


business "outsido the contincntal Linits of tho Unltcd States" a3 pro- 
vidod in ocction 5, doos not spocify any Linitation on tio allo.:ablo

Soction 1(o), Part I, of Fxecutive Ordor Ho. 0557, dcfines "Conti- 
nental United Statcs” ao mcaninz t!o id Staton and the District of 
Colugia. ve novo that no acrdicnt haa been nade to such Executive 
order since the date of Alacia’e acvaigsion as one of tho United “tatcs. 
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In view of the definition of "Continental Unitod States” contained 
in Exocutive Order No. 6557, we hold that tho allowable costs of pre- 
parsties of remains of employees who dio while traveling on official 

inoss in Alaska or Hawaii are governed by P. tho Lwoutive | 
ordor rather than Part II.
